ment is not inflicted in the state.

death as the only penalty for first 
degree murder. 
It was pointed out, 
however, that the federal government 
could hang the men on federal pron 
erty in a legal manner. 
Jones killed H enry Schmidt, a fel­ 
low prisoner, about a year ago be­ 
cause Schmidt put salt in his coffee, 
officers said. 
Stroud was indicted for the murder 
of Andrew F. Turner, a guard, on 
March 26, 1916. 
Indictm ents against two other pris­ 
oners in the federal penitentiary also 
were returned. 
H erm an Lewis, a negro, was charg 
cd with assault with intent to kill 
Andrew IL Leonard, a guard. August 
It, 1915, and Abraham Wallace, for 
a like offense against N. G. McNaugh- 
ton, a guard. 
In each assault a brick 
was used.

Mo., 
April 
17.—Blue 
grass has long been 
profitably used 
by the Missouri farmer 
for feeding 
cattle. It has not been generally rec­ 
ognized that it may also be used for 
pork production. At the Missouri ex­ 
periment station during the five-year 
period, from 1908 to 1912, 
the aver­ 
age amount of pork 
produced from 
in acre of blue grass 
amounted to 
$26, when the live weight 
value of 
hogs was calculated at 8 cents per 
pound. 
In 
securing 
these 
returns 
from 
blu^ grass pasture it is necessary to 
recognize two qualities which clearly 
distinguish blue 
grass 
from alfalfa, 
clover and rape pasture. In the first 
place a much larger amount of corn 
must bo fed to hogs on blue grass 
than hogs on rape, clover 
or alfalfa. 
Another difference lies 
in 
the fact 
that during the middle of the sum­ 
mer, from about July 
15 to August 
3,0, blue grass is of little or no value 
for hog pasture. 
During 
this 
time 
clover, alfalfa or rape pasture should 
be provided. The grain fed to hogs 
on blue grass pasture should be well 
balanced—a grain 
mixture 
of 
six 
parts of corn and one of linseed oil 
meal, or ten parts of corn 
and one 
•>art of tankage. A good rule to fol- 
low in determining 
the 
amount of 
grain to be fed is to 
feed 
just as 
much grain as will 
cause 
the ani­ 
mal to gain 
an 
average 
of

fourths of a pound per day pyr IOO 
pounds live weight.
